Claims 1, 2, 12, 17, 41, & 43 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Ruckwardt 5,577,695 
(newly cited) . 

Ruckwardt shows a mounting bracket including a first 
sliding mount surface 9; and a leg 8 having second and 
third mount surfaces, in parallel planes; the third surface 
having an angled portion 3, 18, including a tapered portion 
of varying depth. A mounting force in a first direction 
(perpendicular to leg 8) which is applied against the 
tapered portion, would be translated to a sliding force 
parallel to the leg. Leg 9 would limit the slide distance 
of the first surface if there were an interfering surface 
to which the bracket is mounted. Although Ruckwardt does 
not disclose that this bracket is used to mount accessories 
to an archery bow, it includes all structure claimed and 
could be used for this purpose with no structural change.

Claims 23-40, & 44-49 are allowed. 

Claims 3-11, 13-16, 18-22, & 42 are objected to as 
being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims .
